7. Applicant's arguments filed April 27, 2009 have been fully considered but they are not found to be persuasive. 
Applicant's principal arguments are: 

a) HABERMANN does not disclose an electronically non-conductive wall (claim 1) 

b) HABERMANN does not teach a direct bio fuel cell (claim 1). 

In response to Applicant's arguments, please consider the following comments. 

a) HABERMANN discloses a granulated slate (porous separator) which itself is an electronically non-conductive wall which 
separates the fuel cell into separate compartments (anode and cathode sides) The electrolyte which penetrates through the granulated 
slate is not equivalent to the partition wall. Furthermore, a definition for "wall" is "something that acts as a barrier or defense" (merriam 
Webster online dictionary). Said granulated slate separator acts as a defese barrier between the anode and cathode so that no electrical 
short circuit occurs, thereby destroying the function of the fuel cell. 

b) Claim 1 does not provide any limitations for the type of fuel cell for which Applicant is arguing that the prior art of HABERMANN 
does not teach.
